active duty--Full time duty in the active milLitary SerVice 
of the United States，other than active duty for tIaining . 


adjutant--A staff officer in charge of the official corIespondence， 
records of personne1，preparation and distribution of orders， 
etc.，of a_ command of battalion sizZe COF Larger。 


adjutant general--Adjutant of a unit having 3a general Staftf 。 


administration--1。 The conduct of military affairs not included 
within the definition of strategy and tactics。 2。 Internal 
management of units . 


administrative controLl--Direction or exXxeIcise of authority 
over subordinate or other organiZationSs， in Tespect to admi- 
nistrative matters such as perSsonnel management，Supp1IYy， 
services，and' other matteIs not included in the operational 
missions of the subordinates or other organizZatiocns 。 


administrative movement--Any movement of units cr SuUpP1ies

normalLy 1Links cbstacles in 3a 1inear form。 As a minimunm 
a Darrier will present at 1east one major obstaclc to an 
enenmy attempting to pass through it at any p1Lace throughout 
its length 。 


barrier minefield--A minefield 1aid to block enemy attack for- 
mations in Selected areas，especially to the flanks，and to

batt1le casualty--Any Person who is killed，wounded，missng， 
captured，or int+erned，PprIovided the incident coccurs in 
action，ocor death LateI Iesults from wounds received in 
action。 


batt1le gIOup--A major combat element of the current Infantry 
Division。 


beachhead-~-Designated area on a hostile shore which，Wwhen 
seized and held，insures the continuous Landing of troocops 
and materielLl，and provides maneuver Space ITedquisite for 
the Projected operations asShore 。 


biological agent=--Viruses，any of certain clLasSifications of 
miecroorganisms and toxic substances derived frzom 1iving 
organisms used to produce death or disease in man，animals， 
and gIowing PLants。 


biological warfare-=Enp1L1oyment of 1L1iving org2nisms，toxic 
biological products and chemical P1Lant growth zegulators 
te produce death or casualties in man，animals，ocor plLants;
